Hunter’s position in the whole matter 
was set forth in a statement over his 
signature given to the press.

writer deplores the “ outrage” of the 
bomb and refers to its author as a 
fanatic, who has injured the cause of 
the unemployed.

til he arrived at the square he was 
ignorant of the fact that speech-mak­ 
ing had been forbidden. 
He learned 
this of the police and then determined 
to speak in order that the right of

assembly and

heard, for presently the police “ charg­ 
ed the crowd with incredible brutal­ 
ity,”

The right of a publisher to extend credit for subscrip­ 
tions is not denied or questioned, but his compliance or non-compli* 
ance with this regulation will be taken into consideration in determin­ 
ing whether the publication is entitled to tiansmission at the second- 
class postage rates.

The next centennial of 
the town will come sixty-six years 
from next June. 
The first $1,000, in­ 
vested at 3*2 P*‘r 
interest, com­ 
pound« ! semiannually, as is the cus­ 
tom with savings b anks, will amount 
to $9,875 on the uoxt centennial day. 
As Ludlow has b ut 3,881 inhab itants, 
according to the census of 1005, and 
the total numb er of registered voters 
last year was less than 500, this sum 
will provide adequately for the ab ­ 
stemious young men and the worthy 
poor unless the town grows more rap­ 
idly than it has grown in the last 134 
years. 
The second $1,000, invested under 
similar conditions, will yield $317,2*1S 
at the following centennial, IGG years 
from now. 
With the knowledge of 
this fund, 
which doub tless will b e 
widespread at that time, the numb er 
of uondrlnklng and nonsmoking young 
men in town ought to b e large enough 
to give Ludlow a worldwide reputa­ 
tion for the conduct of its youth. 
Rut the grand prize is still a century 
off. 
The third $1,000, invested at 3 ^ 
per cent, will, in June of the year 2174, 
when the time comes for its distrib u­ 
tion. amount to the stupendous sum of 
$10,103,105, Increasing more than ten 
thousandfold from the original sum. 
The numb er of virtuous young men 
nnd worthy poor that can lie provided 
for with this great fund would b e 
enough to make a respectab ly sized 
city. 
More than this, the town’s b ene­ 
factor has provided for perpetual and 
annual prizes for the b est pupils In 
the pub lic schools, annual relief for the 
poor of the tow-n, Independently of the 
distrib utions of the large funds, an ­ 
nual assistance in the support, main­ 
tenance and repair of the First Con­ 
gregational church of Ludlow and the 
payment of the pastor’s salary. 
There will b e also annual distrib u­ 
tions of Bib les to b aptized children 
who have reached the age of seven 
years and money prizes for Sunday 
school pupils who have had a perfect 
record of attendance for a year.
